Thousands Fight in Streets; 
Blue Shirts, Flags Burned 


HELMSTEDT, Germany—(AP)—Milling thousands of Red-hating residents of Helm- 
stedt fought pro-Communist German yoyths in the streets last night. 
_ The anti-Reds were victorious. Their opponents—members of the Communist-controlled 
Free German Youth (FDJ)—begged for a truce after their blue shirts were ripped from 
their backs and heaped on bonfires along with their blue flags. 
' Thus the violence Berlin es- 
caped in the massive Communist 
|Whitsuntide rally finally erupted 
in this British Zone town. It was 
ithe first disorder stemming from 
last Sunday’s show of strength by 
the Communists in eastern Berlin. 
| The trouble began when about 
2,000 FDJ members from Western 
Germany found themselves tem- 
porarily marooned here for lack’ 
of transportation on their home-|

TOKYO—(AP)—Four U. S. soldiers were stoned yesterday at a Japanese Communist 


rally. American Military Police reacted promptly arresting eight demonstrators who pro- 
voked three other street melees. 


It was the first Communist violence aimed at U. S, troops. This may be but the pre-| 
view of bolder attacks on the occupation. Japan’s Reds have been criticized by the Comin-| 


form for not getting toughef. 

The Communists had boasted 
they would have 100,000 out for 
the frankly anti-American rally. 
The turnout was only 5,000 or so. 
But the crowd made up in tough- 
ness for lack of numbers. 

First, the Communists tried to 
take over Imperial Plaza during 
the morning. The police stopped 
them. The plaza had been re 
served by U. 8. Occupation Forces 
for a Memorial Day ceremony. 

The Communists, in leaflets, 
called the reservation of the plaza 
for U. S. troops “an intentional 
ebstruction and suppression.” 

But the Communists were back 
yesterday afternoon and were al- 
lowed to mass in the downtown 
plaza. Sanzo Nozaka, one of Ja- 
pan’s leading Reds, stepped to the 
platform and shouted: 

“This isn’t a parade ground. It’s 
the people’s plaza, and we must 
keep it the people’s plaza. We can 
only do that if the people take 
over the government.”

“I have been working through my entire career on 
lashing at the ball with my hands and wrists, swinging the 
bat at high speed.” 

It might be mentioned here that Williams has the best working 
hands and wrists in baseball. No other hitter can wait as long as 
Ted before swinging the bat. 

“I’ve depended,” Ted continued, “on a pair of trained eyes to 
follow the ball and see whether it is going to be a strike or a 
ball before swinging. Once I decide that a strike is coming, I am 
ready to move that bat in a hurry with all the power I have. 

“If I started changing my style I would certainly get 
mixed up. So I’m going to keep on swinging at the ball with 
- the right field as my main target.” 


Not Quite Collared 


The tall Red Sox slugger wasn’t quite collared, after all. He 
hit .342 in 1946, .343 in 1947, .369 in 1948 and .343 again in 1949, 
in spite of a bad slump down the stretch. His home runs totaled 
38, 32, 25 and 43 for these years. 

Long Ted’s opening figures in 1950 have proved he was right 
in the first place. He has never hit so many home runs before 
at this rather early date nor has he driven over more runs. He is 
already setting a terrific clip for Ralph Kiner or any other chal- 
lenger, including big Walt Dropo, his teammate, to follow. 

Ty Cobb could hit te any field. But Ty, mainly a punch 
hitter, was never a home-run hitter. A swinger such as Ted 
happens to be is usually a pull hitter. As the case stands now, 
a massed defense to the right of the diamond doesn’t help 
much in the case of balls batted out of the park. :

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A Victory—and a Warning 


' The West scored a big victory over Rus- 
sia in the battle for Berlin. 


But it already is evident the pressure 
will not be eased. When the last Commu- 
nist youth was pulling out Monday night, 
Otto Grotewohl, East Germany’s Commu- 
nist Prime Minister, shouted: “Our youth 
will one day tear down all zonal barriers 
and restore the unity of Germany.” 


Had it not been for alerted Western 
troops it is likely they would have done 
so last weekend. 


Berlin is the prize for which Russia is 
fighting now. e city is the symbol of 
a united Germany which the Soviets re- 
peatedly have promised to bring about. 
Communist propagandists use the united 
Germany theme at every opportunity, for 
it is, understandably, a goal dear to the 
hearts of all Germans. 


Once having obtained Berlin, Russia 
believes it would be a fairly simple matter 
to win all Western Germany to her side. 


Crime Will Remain 


A Local Problem 


Is there a “national crime syndicate’ 
And if so, how does it operate and who 
heads it? 

Those and other questions began to be 
answered yesterday when the Special Sen- 
ate Committee headed by Sen. Estes Ke- 
fauver, of Tennessee, named Frank Erick- 
son, New York bookmaker, as the “No. 1 
man, the big shot” of gambling activities 
in South Florida. The Committee said it 
learned a great deal, too, about connec- 
tions between Florida and California gam- 
bling interests. 

The existence of a crime syndicate long 
has been suspected but until now the 
charge has been based on nebulous evi- 
dence. It looks like, though, the Kefauver 
Committee will supply enough evidence 
for convincing proof. 

While the immediate result of the in- 
vestigation will be directed to improving 
Federal Jaws on the subject, the control of 
crime and gambling will remain essen- 
tially a local problem. Gambling and or- 


ganized crime do not flourish in localities, 


where peace officers and elected officials 
are incorruptible. Cities and counties 
which permit gambling soon find they 
have an assortment of other crime and 
vice to contend with, financed largely by 
proceeds from gambling operations. 

Atlanta and vicinity happily are free 
from organized gambling and underworld 
activities. . Numerous attempts have been 
made by gambling interests to establish 
operations here but each time they have 
been dealt with by alert officials. 

Though Congress probably will, as re- 
sult of the Kefauver Committee findings, 
make it easier for local authorities to deal 
with organized crime, the Federal govern- 
ment cannot take over responsibility for 
local law enforcement. Communities 
whose officials give crime the wink and 
the nod still will be afflicted. Honest and 
efficient administration in city, county and 
state government is, in the final analysis, 
the most effective defense. 


From a military standpoint, possession of 
Germany would greatly simplify an as- 
sault on the rest of free Europe. 

The Allies won in Berlin because they 
were prepared. Russia is not willing, vet, 
to risk an armed clash and she could not 
afford the loss of face that would come 
from defeat. But she is biding her time. 
The Soviet works on a long-range time- 
table. When resistance becomes too great 
in one place she shifts pressure to another. 

The lesson of the West’s victory is that 
Russia can make little or no headway when 
the democratic countries present a united 
and determined front. It is significant 
that a centralized defense structure was 
one of the chief results of the North At- 
lantic Pact talks in London just prior to 
the Berlin episode. Russia will not chal- 
lenge the combined strength of the free 
nations. Under present conditions that is 
our best hope of continued peace. Unless 
we work together the Russians one dav 
may succeed. 


An Encou raging 
Progress Report 


Georgia and the Southeast continue to 
move ahead, economically speaking, at a 
faster pace than the rest of the nation. 


That is the gist of a business review of 
the first quarter just issued by the Re- 
gional Department of Commerce office 
here. 

Urban building in Georgia, for instance, 
in the first three months of 1950 was 45 
percent greater than in the same period 
of last year. For the nation as a whole 
the average was only 33 percent. 

Retail sales were up—14 percent in At- 
lanta and Columbus and 11 percent in Sa- 
vannah. Advances in other Southeastern 
cities ranged from 4 to 23 percent, with 
only three areas reporting a decrease. 

Insofar as Georgia is concerned, prob- 
ably the most significant aspect of the re- 
port is the relatively mild decline in farm 
income. In the Southeast as a whole farm 
income dropped 19 percent. In Georgia 
the decline was only 11 percent, indicating 
the effect of the changeover from row 
crops to grass and livestock. President 
Truman recently estimated the national 
farm income decline at 25 percent. 

Because of its faster economic growth, 
the South offers an increasingly attractive 
market for goods. More industries are 
taking advantage of that market and also 
are finding that Southern industry also 
is attracted by Southern labor. 

Barry T. Leithead, President of Cluett- 
Peabody Company, which brought its 
Board of Directors here early this. week 
for a personal inspection of the South’s 
potentials, said his firm, which has three 
plants in Georgia and one in Alabama, re- 
ported labor here was fully as efficient 
and productive as at Eastern plants. Other 
concerns report similar experience. The 
State and region need more industrial 
plants to absorb labor being displaced from 
the farm by machinery that is coming. 

Indeed, the South’s continued gains, as 
shown by those reports, are most encour- 
aging.

Falk Revived of action by the General Assembly to make 
a recurrence of this tragedy impossible. Last year a 19-day strike 
called forth a lot of talk about legislative action to prevent such 
strikes: The talk is being revived. 


It is interesting to compare the strike in Atlanta with a simi- 
lar strike in Kansas City. In the Missouri city the workers are 
theoretically on strike, but the transportation system continues to 
operate. The public is not being inconvenienced and there 1s little 
or no loss in wages and profits. 


This situation exists in Kansas City because Missouri has 
a law known as the King-Thompson Act. This measure makes it 
illegal to strike against a public utility. If a union shuts down a 
public utility by calling a strike, the union may be heavily fined. 
In case a strike is called, the Governor of Missouri is authorized 
to seize theoretical control of the utility and order the workers to 
continue on the job, 

Meanwhile, management and the union are under instructions 
to continue their negotiations or arbitration until the issue is 
settled. The law also has a provision for the naming of a board 
of arbitration empowered to make recommendations and to ac- 
quaint the public’ of the issues involved. The theory being that 
the public is entitled to continuous service of the public utilities 
and the public is also entitled to know what the dispute is all 
about so it may judge the merits or demerits of the demands. 


. The Kansas City situation appears to be 
More Satisfactory far more satisfactory for all concerned. 
The rights of the workers to make demands for more pay, better 
working conditions and shorter hours, seniority rights and other 
such things is not hampered. Management, on the other hand, is 
given protection from a crippling strike. 

And the great argument in favor of the King-Thompson Act is 
that it gives protection to the public, chief sufferer when there is 
a prolonged strike of a public utility. 

Unless the situation in Atlanta clears up quickly, there will be 
ample basis for some action by the General Assembly at its next 
session.

Editor Constitution: «J am suggesting a simple 
cure for Atlanta’s labor turmoil—oné@ that will 
abolish strikes. It is the Kaye Plan for quickly 
bringing the benefits of organized labor to all 
workers, thus speeding to its logical ‘coficiusion 
the claim of labor !eaders. 

The city would retain the sympathy strike in 
connection with universal benefits. Also the old 
city-wide election is replaced with votes by the 
heads of locals. 

In carrying out the sympathy strike with its 
universal benefits, all locals put on a sympathy 
strike whenever a strike is called, and all strikers 
remain out until the demands of the original 
strikers are won. The winnings then automat- 
ically apply to every worker. If the janitors strike 
and win a raise in pay, then ministers, bankers, 
carpenters, and all other workers win the same 
benefit.

They're still at it, haggard of face and with eyes more pink than blue. Every time one of them 
emerges from their gold-draped sanctum he has a different idea as to what’s cooking on tax re- 
ductions. The lobbyists and the press agents who were so gay a few months back over the chances 
of a tax bill which would take Uncle Sam’s hand out of the consumers’ pockets now aren’t so sure. 


Time’s awasting. A good even-money bet is 
that Congress won’t pass any kind of tax law this 
year. And if it does President Truman probably 
will veto it. 


The storekeeper who offered a 20 percent 
reduction on all luggage until the govern- 
ment removes its 20 percent tax on valises 
quietly took down his sign. And the poor, 
old lobbyist for the hotel nightclub moguls 
ean see his profits go glimmering. The 
hosts of the nation seemed to have signed 
him up to a tricky one. They promised to 
pay him $100,000 if Congress reduced taxes 
on dining and dance spots to the prewar 
five percent. If the tax were cut te 10 
percent he'd get $50,000. And if it were cut 
at all, he’d receive $25,000. 


Well, sir, he’s been on the job now for two 
years, hiring assistants and making surveys on 
how the government's greed is causing most peo- 
ple to do their dining and dancing at home. To 
. the lawgivers he has presented his arguments in 
person and in brochures beautifully printed. At 
the moment that $100,000 bait mine hosts dangled 


in front of him seems further in front than ever. 

The same situation in varying degree confronts 
all the others who tried so hard to persuade 
the committee that they were being taxed into 
bankruptcy. 

The boys who used to manufacture bargain 
cigarettes persuaded most of the committeemen 
that if they were taxed at a lower rate than 
the regular brands, they could put out a 10-cent 
pack of smokes again. The baby-oil people also 
did a.good job, as did the manufacturers of ladies’ 
pocketbooks, the dealers in gold watches, -and 
the pressers of phonograph records.

Durable Grid Star 
Bucks a Tough Line 


WASHINGTON—Back in his football days at Tennessee, Estes 
Kefauver was known as “Old Ironsides.” Legend has it that he 
was never knocked out of play. 


Some of that stamina, plus a lot of patience and tact, will be 
required by the 46-year-old Tennessee legislator in directing the 
Senate’s far-reaching investigation of interstate crime, gambling 
and racketeering. 

Few legislative investigations have offered as many opportu- 
nities for constructive work—and few as many possible pitfalls. 

The pitfalls became evident even before the committee was 
appointed. The Republicans raised a hue and cry because the 
committee setup, as finally approved, excluded two of their ace 
investigators—Sens. Homer Ferguson, of Michigan, and Forrest 
Donnell, of Missouri. So the Republicans will have an eye on the 
course of the inquiry, ready at any time to loose a verbal blast at 
Kefauver and the committee’s Democratic majority. 

9 A soft-spoken lawyer who towers six feet three, 
Why Not *  Kefauver doesn’t seem disturbed by that prospect. 
He has said emphatically the investigation will be “thorough and 
complete.” Asked if the committee will go into President Tru- 
man’s home State of Missouri, for a look at Kansas City and other 
hot spots, he has a terse reply: “Certainly, why not?” 

Kefauver’s present assignment is one of unusual importance for 
a first termer. But he has behind him a wealth of experience in 
legal work, and his 10 years in the.House. Back of him, too, is 
his record as a scrapper, which carried him to victory in his first 
senatorial campaign despite the potent opposition of one of the 
country’s powerful political machines—that of Boss Ed Crump, 
of Memphis. 

Crump was spectacularly unsuccessful in his attempts to pin 
the Red label on Kefauver. 

The Senator was born July 26, 1903, in Monroe County, Ten- 
nessee. After attending public schools, he was graduated from the 
University of Tennessee in 1924. He taught for a brief time, then 
entered Yale and worked his way through the law school by wait- 
ing on tables and stoking furnaces. 

He began practicing in Chattanooga, and soon became a mem- 
ber of the conservative firm of Sizer, Chambliss & Kefauver, 
engaged largely in corporation and insurance practice. He moved 


only gradually into political activities. 

He is taking a lawyer’s approach to the crime 
Lawyer Angle and gambling investigation. His first task 
has been the assembling of a highly competent staff and directing 
a detailed study of the scope of the investigation. 

The public hearings will come later. Kefauver would like to 
conduct them in something of a judicial manner—without the klieg 
lights and “circus” atmosphere that have marked so many past 
congressional hearings. 

Just how that can be done remains to be seen. But the Senator 
believes arrangements can be worked out that will avoid the flam- 
boyant trimmings, without interfering with the public’s desire to 
see and know what is going on. 

His work in directing the investigation will be Kefauver’s first 
major test as a Senator—supplying a real clue, perhaps, as to where 
he is going politically.

“The thing that depresses me 
about so many motion pictures,”

“We 
can try to become lovable, kind, 
thoughtful. considerate, honest, tol- 
erant appreciative and affection- 
ate. At the same time, we can 
strive to get rid of immature traits 
which make people hard to live 
with—selfishness, dishonesty, fault 
finding, strong dislikes, vanity and 
atten’ pts to try to impress people.”

It was just a post card in the morning mail—something 
in the paper had caught a reader’s eye and bestirred her 
to write in a little comment—and almost as an after- 
thought she added, “I have a story for you,” and gave her

You learn not to pass up any 
bet for a story, for sometimes 
the best ones come from the most 
unexpected sources.

High Blood 
Pressure Is 


Not Disease 


I have stated here many times 
that high blood pressure as such 
is mot a disease, but rather an 
indication of underlying dis- 
ease. Kidney disease and arterio- 
sclerosis—pardening of the ar- 
teries — are two underlying 
causes of high blood pressure. 
There are other causes which, as 
yet, are not known. 

Blood pressure, ordinarily, is 
higher during the waking hours 
than when one is asleep. Fre 
quently it is lower when lying 
down than when sitting or 
standing. Emotion—fear, anx- 
iety, apprehension, anger, tends 
to increase blood pressure. Re- 
lief from worry or anxiety com- 
monly results in a lowering of 
blood pressure. 

A person who is apprehensive 
about his blood pressure—one 
who secretly broods over the 
possibility of suffering a stroke 
or a heart attack, is very apt 
to have a much higher “read- 
ing” than would be expected 
when he goes to a doctor for 
the purpose. The fear of hear- 
ing the doctor say the pressure 
is too high, in itself can cause 
the blood pressure te be too 
high, 

A single blood pressure “read- 
ing” is of little value. By taking 
the pressure at various times 
and by maintaining a “poker 
face,” a doctor will find wide 
variations in the pressure. Many 
a person whose blood pressure 
is within average limits may, 
upon a single “reading” exhibit 
a surprisingly high figure be- 
cause of emotional strain, 

Many persons who register 
high blood pressure figures will 
register much lower—or normal 
figures—upon taking an oc- 
casional sedative. All the seda- 
tive does is to make the mind— 
the consciousness—less alert or 
less sensitive to what is going 
on. It does not in any way, de- 
gree or manner affect the under- 
lying disease processes, if any, 
which may be involved, As 
such, the taking of sedatives— 
under medical direction—is a 
valuable and widely accepted 
procedure. 


By dulling the over-sensitivity 
of the apprehensive mind, a vi- 
cious circle is broken. In em- 
ploying any sedative drug, the 
fact that medicine is an art as 
well as a science, plays into the 
hands of the physicign. The 
sedative is used as a temporary 
aid until such time as the phy- 
sician can remove the neurotic 
tendencies of the patient. 


Much interest is currently cen- 
tered upon what is known as the 
“rice diet” in the “treatment” of 
high blood pressure. This diet 
consists of plain rice, fruit juices 
and vitamins. There can be no 
argument about the fact that in 
kidney disease accompanied by 
retention of abnorma] amounts 
of nitrogenous substances in the 
blood, such a diet may result in 
some lowering of the blood pres 
sure, if it is high because of the 
kidney disease. 


But it should be kept in mind, 
in this instance, that the rice diet 
is aimed at the kidney disease 
primarily—not the blood pres- 
sure. In cases of kidney disease 
not accompanied by retention of 
nitrogen in the blood, the ques- 
tion arises as to how long one is 
safe in adhering to a protein-de- 
ficient diet such as the rice diet 
is. The value of the rice diet in 
such cases has been often ques- 
tioned. 

There are many people 
throughout the country who 
have been on the rice diet for 
some time. It would seem that 
sufficient experiertte should now 
be gained to estimate the value 
of the procedure. Such is, how- 
ever, not the case. A _ great 
many physicians are still not 
convinced of its value. The 
chief stumbling block involved is 
the psychological—or emotional 
factor previously mentioned. 


Inasmuch as the alleged im- 
provement in high blood pres- 
sure is concerned, the improve- 
ment can only be indicated by 

readings—if the 


blood pressure 

blood pressure alone is the only 
factor at stake, and as emotional 
reactions are known te have a 
very definite effect upon these 
readings, these reactions must be 
ruled out before the readings 
have any scientific value. 

The doubters of the value of 
this treatment maintain that in- 
sufficient study and considera- 
tion of the emotional factors has 
led many persons to ascribe 
value to the treatment far be- 
yond its actual worth. There 
the matter stands for the mo- 
ment. 


Of course, there are other fac- 
tors involved, such as weight 
loss and others too technical for 
discussion in this column. I 
have mentioned here only one 
of the outstanding considera- 
tions.

An unprecedented demand for 


‘steel products all over the United 


States may soon result in price 
increases in this market, R. S. 
Lynch, President of the Atlantic 
Steel Company, of Atlanta, said 
vesterday. 

“We have not yet had to raise 
our prices,” he said, “but, in face 
of the increasing demand, we 
don’t know what is going to hap- 
pen in the market for steel 
products.” 

Lynch said that the Atlanta 
scrap iron market, usually the 
harbinger of movements in the 
steel industry, is “very strong.” 

“It is now around $28 to $30 a 
ton,” he said. “This is an increase 
of $2 per ton within the last 10 
days or so.” 

In the Northern markets, Lynch 
said that heavy melting steel scrap 
is now more than $37 a ton, an 
increase *f more than $3 a ton 
within a week. 

Lynch attributed the present

Crime continues to 
grow. Mental illness is one of our 
greatest problems.” 


Dr. Paul Schroder, Atianta psy-, 


chiatrist, stressed the importance 
of child guidance clinics, noting 
that most mental illness has its 
beginning in childhood.

It took a neat bit of teamwork 
on the part of East and West in 
today’s hand to defeat South's 
contract of three no trump, 
which had been reached in easy 
stages. 

West was not deterred from 
leading hearts by the circum- 
stance that North had made a 
one over one response in that 
suit. A certain number of con- 
temporary players, in respond- 


| ing at the level of one, make it 


a practice to shade the require- 


| ments for a biddable suit down 


to almost the vanishing point 


| and it was not his intention to 
- be caught napping. 


When dummy played low, 


| East. acting under the lighf Shed 


by the rule of 11, played the 10, 
which held the trick. Subtract-

that North, East, and South 
combined had only three cards 
that could beat the eight. Since 
all three were In plain view, de- 
clarer could have none and the 
10 must hold the trick. East 
cashed the ace of hearts and got 
out with a club. Dummy won 
with the queen and the spade 
king was played. East took the 
ace and returned another club. 
South then rantwo more spades 
and stopped. He had eight tricks 
and the only hope for the ninth 
was to establish a long diamond, 


However, he could not afford 
to let West in to cash the third 
heart as the defenders would 
then have three hearts, a spade, 
and a diamond. He tried to pre- 
vent this by leading toward the 
king in dummy, intending to 
pass a trick into East if West 
played low. West, however, care- 
fully put in the 10, which forced 
the king in dummy. East now 
entered the scene. He reasoned 
that if West had the jack-10 of 
diamonds alone, declarer could 

1t be prevented from picking 
up the suit in two leads. If West 
had the jack-10 and a small dia- 
mond, it would be mandatory to 
get out of his way. On the king 
of diamonds, East, therefore, 
played the queen. a card for 
which he had no use himself. 
Declarer returned a diamond, 
playing the ace. It was all quite 
futile, but he had to run out 
the string. West got in with 
the third round of diamonds 
and cashed the setting trick. 

Note that if East had thought- 
lessly played the four on the 
first lead of diamonds declarer 
would continue the suit and per- 
mit East to hold the queen. A 
long diamond, the ninth trick, 
would thus become established.

Folks who “exercise by ear” 
are apt to be off beat on the 


streamlining score. For beauti- | 


ful results, the action can’t be 
just in the general vicinity of the 
bulge—it must be directly 
through the muscles that need 
toning. Hit-or-miss movements— 
miss. 

There’s a science that takes 
the guesswork out of exercise— 
the science of muscular move- 
ment, kinsesiology. Let’s apply 
it to problems from perplexed 
readers. ... 


One lady writes that no mat- 
ter how diligently she swings 
her arms in wide circles, it 
doesn’t seem to do much toward 
beautifying the backs of the up- 
per arms—they still sag sadly. 
That's because she went wide of 
the mark and is out of the 
groove. 

Upper arms droop when the 
triceps on the backs of the upper 
arms lose tone and become flab- 
by. But wide arm circling misses 
these muscles. It’s ting arm cir- 
cles that do the trick. Try for 
yourself. Hold right arm straight 
eut from shoulder, elbow 
straight, and while making tiny 
backward circles, fee? the spot 
with left hand—see, that action 
gets it. Widen the circles and 
you'll find it misses.
